The first picture shows how easy it is. Simple visual aids provide 
guidance of how the finished product should look. 


First, you strip the wires (3/8 inch) 
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Then, you put the little contact pins on the wire: 


And then you crimp them tight. The tool makes it simple, 
consistent and strong. (Those are my hands!) 


You insert the crimped contacts into their shells and, as they say, 
“Voila!” 


Tools and connectors will be available at each meeting for 
installation, instruction, and assistance.
